THis gentleman was at ove and the came time sole editor 
of the London Magazine, after the death of poor Scott, and 
Associate Editor of the Westminster Review. Mengre, 
offewinate and pale, with very light fine hair, always tun- 
bled up afier what he believed a poetical air, a good voice, 
language and manner full of pretension, with spectacies 
rather coxcombically adjusted, and a eomething which sat- 
isfied you at a glance that he spent a long time at his toil- 
ette—he continued at the age of twenty-six, to enjoy a great 
reputation,solely upon the strength of one paper in the W. at- 
minster Review—and that paper a brief notice of Byron!— 
the only thing he was ever charged with writing, or even 
suspected of. And yet he was the editor of two celebrated; 
Journals, and lived in high style—on the pay of his coatri- 
jbutions, keeping at least one mistress and a carriage. 

He was a charity scholar and the son of a barber—ot

igne@rant superstition ave more to encourage its visions 
and fantasies, than amid such dark and doubtful abodes. 
But about Derwent lake,some of the best of English so- 
ciety has assembled, again illustrating the love of, and 
taste for, scenery which the English have. Elegant 
mansions, fields, beautiful walks, copses—all, of the 
English high!y-cultivated scenery is about this lake too. 
As one goes up toward Keswick, and looks down, he 
seems to have come from the very gates of a wilderness) 
—or, as the picture was when we saw it, to have e- 
merged from the regions of mist to the regions of day— 
to have lefi the abode of the clouds atid the storms where} 
they rest upon the mountain tops, and to have found 
out an abode of man where all is exhibited to please his 
eye. But little of landscape or prospect is left about 
here unadorned, or unappropriated. ‘The islands of the 
little lake have mansionson them, and these, taste has 
adorned yet more with paintings, and statuary, and all 
the other ornaments that wealth can purchase. These 
lands once belonged to Lord Derwentwater who shared 
the fortunes of the Pretender in the civil war, which 
cost him his life, and the forfeitare of all his estatez.— 
Greenwich flospital has an annual revenue of 70,0001. 
from a large tract of this land, which was given to it by 
the Government.* 
Having arcived at Keswick, which of itself is not re- 
markable for any thing that I know ef, we-became foot- 
ssengers once more. Southey, the Poet Laureate of 
England resided near, in rather an attractive spot, about 
haif a mile from the village, called Greta Hall.

We left Skiddaw,—I have no passion for as- 
cending mountains—now covered with mist, on our right 
and after a few minutes walk we were in view of Base- 
denthwaite water—quite a pretty lake which wants hills 
of mountains around t,however, to make it picturesqre. 
Here we fixed our eyes upon Carlisle as laid down on 
the map, and finding that the tarnpike road was far 
from a straight line, we determined upon leaving it, and 
seeking as straight a line as we could—concluding that 
according to all mathematics, this was the shortest way 
between two given points,—a somewhat uncertain way 
of reasoning | own as applied to ways between two 
towras. We left the main roud—and soon a tremendous 
rain overtook us, against which no outer coats that we 
had, were the least protection.
